We Couldn't Seethe Eclipse of the Sun 
But We Can Read About Those Who Did 


BECAUSE of a cloudy sky on 


Sunday " afternoon, 
Gettys- 


burgians and Adams countians 
will have to wait 54 years before 
they will get another chance to 
view an eclipse of the sun caused 
by the moon. 


In n rare alignment of heavenly 


K)dies, the moon came directly 
jctween the earth nnd the sun. 
The moon was farther awny from 
the earth than usual and the stin 
closer than us.ua! with the result 


that only the inside of the sun's 
face wns blocked out. 


The effect ns viewed by smoked 


glass, over-exposed photographic 
film nnd special filters—was that 
of a big polka dot with a shining 
orange rim around it. It was the 
first eclipse of such widespread 
visibility in the United 
States 


since 1865. 


The nnnular or ring phase of 


the eclipse, which obscures 93 per 
cent of Ihe sun's diameter, en- 
tered the United suites nt Big 


Bend, Texas, at 4:40 p. m. (E.S.T.) 
and sped 2,000 miles eastward 
across the southern part of the 
country In slightly more than 
hnlf an hour. 


Persons living in a path, 150 


miles wide, snw the full annular 
phase if weather permitted. Tlie 
rest of the nation and Canada 
saw only a partlnl eclipse.

He assisted his father In installing1 
the first so-called modern bathtub 
in Gettysburg. 


Leading; IMimiher 


For the next hall-century Mr. 


Armor was the leading plumber In 
Gettysburg. He Installed the linen 
and fixtures in the Hotel Gettys- 
burg when it was modernized a. 
number of years ago and he did 
practically all of the plumbing in- 
stallation at Gettysburg college as 
well as most of the other larger 
contracts in town. 
He employed 


large crews of men for many years 
and after the death of his father he 
continued the business under tho 
partnership name until about ten 
years ago before he retired In 1930. 


A. B. Plank, present prominent, 


plumber here, learned the trade 
from Mr. Armor. They were Inti- 
mate friends for years. 


When Mr. Armor was 20 years old 


he married the late Miss Alverta 
Ann Basehore, of York. 
He first 


resided in a brick home on Railroad 
street, next to the present O'Sulli- 
van Rubber Heel plant.

Couldn7 See the Eclipse of the Sun 
But We Can Read About Those Who Did 


OECAUSE of a cloudy sky on 
Sunday 
afternoon, 
Gettys- 
burgians and 
Adams countian* 
will have to wait 54 years before 
they will get another chance to 
view un eclipse of the sun caused 
by the moon 
In a rare alignment of heavenly 
bodies, the moon came directly 
between the earth and the sun. 
The moon was further away from 
the earth than usual and the sun 
closer than usual with the result 


that only the Inside of the suns 
face was blocked out. 
The effect as viewed by smoked 
glass, over-exposed photographic 
film and special filters—was that 
of a big polka dot with a sliming 
orange rim around It. It was the 
first eclipse of such widespread 
visibility in Hie 
United 
States 
since 1865. 
Tile annular or ring phase of 
the eclipse, which obscures 93 pier 
cent of the suns diameter, en­ 
tered the United States at Big 


Bend. Texas, at 4:40 p. rn. (E.8.T.) 
and sped 2.000 
miles 
eastward 
across the southern part of the 
country' in slightly more than 
half an hour. 
Persons living in a path, 150 
miles wide, saw the full annular 
phase if weather permitted. The 
rest of the nation and Canada 
saw only a partial eclipse.

Oslo, April 8 (AP)—Fighting be- 


tween British and German ships in 
the North ,Sea In which at least 
nine men were killed and several 
vessels were reported sunk was dis- 
closed today, as Norwegian, schoon- 
ers reached port with the bodies of 
victims and survivors. 


In addition to nine bodies brought
